Can we be as sure of our victory over sin as of 
our salvation? Many Christians, if asked whether or 
not they are saved, will’ answer unhesitatingly that 
they are. If asked for some reason, they will say 
they base the assurarice of their salvation on God’s 
pledged word in Jolin 3: 16, or on any sof the other 
mariy offers and pledges of salvation by faith in Christ 
as Saviour. But when it comes to having ‘full victory 


ovet sin, now in this life, while they may admit-that. 


the Scriptures offer this to all who will take it by 
faith, they are likely to express doubt as to whether 
they can really count on having such victory. com- 
pletely and continually. Yet it is a remarkable and 
blessed fact that God’s Word tells us that, if we can 
count on our salvation from hell by faith in Christ, 
we can count even more on deliverance from sin. 
Here is the Word, “For if, when we were enemies, 
we were reconciled to God by the death of his Son, 
MUCH MORE, being reconciled, we shaff be saved by 
his life’ (Rom. 5:10). The late Bishop Moule ren- 
dered that last clause, “we shall be kept safe in his 
life.” In other words, God can do more for his friends 


than he can for his enemies. If he can reconcile his 
enemies by the death of his Son, how much more, after 
these former enemies are thus reconciled and have be- 
come his friends, can God keep them safe in the life. 
of his Son! That is clear reasoning, good logic, and 
good Scripture. God says it; surely we should be- 
lieve it. If Christ’s death can do so much for us, 
what cannot the life of the risen and glorified Lord 
do for us? The victorious life, now and here, is one 
of the~“‘much mores” of God’s covenant with those 
who trust him. Shall we not, by simple but unques- 
tioning faith in the sufficiency of our Saviour, let him 
make our daily living such a “much more” miracle of 
grace ‘that many around us shall hunger for that same 
victorious Christ in their own lives, and receive “much 
more” themselves?

A Bible Study Center 
on the Mount of Olives 


Olivet, or the ‘Mount of Olives, is vitally con- 
nected with some of the most precious events of our 
Lord’s. ministry, both past and future. When he and 
‘his disciples -reached that Mount on their way to 
Jerusalem he sent. two of them to bring the ass and 
the colt on which he rode into the City of David in 
fulfillment of prophecy. On this Mount he uttered 
‘the great Olivet discourse predicting the course of 
this age and his. second coming. Gethsemane was 
here, where; alone’ but“for ‘the angel, our Lord suf- 
fered the agony of the b - sweat, accepting the 
cup and the Father’s will. eve hé submitted him- 
sett to his enémies “and the power of darkness.” 
From the Mount of Olives the risen Lord ascended 
into.the heavens, in the sight of his disciples; and to 
that same Mount he will: return in glory, when “his 
feet shall.stand in that day upon the mount of Olives, 
which is before Jerusalem on the east, and the mount 
of Olives shall. cleave in. the midst thereof toward the 
east and toward the west, and there shall be a very 
great valley; and half. of the. mountain shall remove 
toward the north, and half of it toward the south” 
(Zech. 14:4). It is a news item, therefore, of world- 
wide interest that The Sunday School Times recently 
gave to the Associated Press, which has reported it 
to its great constituency of daily newspapers, that a 
piece of land has recently been purchased on the 
Mount of Olives through the gift of a Christian 


Our Lord’s 


N THE>Revised Version of Acts 16:7, following 
| the best ancient manuscripts, we find the expres- 

sion “the Spirit of Jesus.” Similar titles occur 
elsewhere: “The Spirit of life in.Christ Jesus” (Rom. 
8:2), “The Spirit of Christ” (Rom. 8:9), “The 
Spirit of Jesus Christ” (Phil. 1:19), “The Spirit of 
His Son” (Gal. 4:6). . These are the descriptions of 
the Holy Spirit as he is received by us from the 
Saviour himself, the communication to us of his own 
victorious life. 

In the Old Testament the formula for the creative 
activity ef the Godhead is: . “In the\beginning God 
. . . and God said . . . and the Spirit moved.” The 
Holy Spirit is conceived of as God manifesting him- 
self in presence and in power. He -is, to use the 
phrase of the Belgic Confession, “the eternal virtue 
and might which proceedeth from the Father and the 
-Son.” Through him the Divine Wisdom orders and 
controls, through him the: Divine Love saves. 

Within the ever blessed Trinity the Father, the Son, 
and the Spirit eternally subsist, so inhering in one 
another as to be inseparable in presence and indivisible 
in working. Where One is, All are found; in the 
action of One the Holy Three co-operate. In this 
sense we understand our Saviour’s promise that in 
the advent of the Spirit he himself will come, and 
with him the Father (John 14:16, 18, 23). This 
is union, not identity. When Paul says, “The Lord 
is that Spirit” (2 Cor. 3:17), he speaks only of union, 
as the next verse shows, for there the Spirit and the 


woman who visited the Holy Land last spring on one 
of The Sunday School Times tours conducted by the

Bibles in all 
languages, and Christian hymn books, can be secured 
from the caretaker in charge. It is planned also to 
repair and reconstruct the old path up the mountain 
side, which it is believed our Lord used on his way 
to the Triumphal Entry and on many other occasions.

When God Says “Prego” 


We have a God who loves to answer our prayers. 
He is far more eager to do this than we are to ask 
him. . If it is possible for God to be disappointed, one 
of his greatest disappointments must be that we ask 
him so seldoza, and ask him for so little, — for there 
are many things he cannot do for us unless we ask 
him. The “Unknown Christian” of England, who has 
written a notable series of studies on“‘Knowing God,” 
soon to be published in The Sunday School Times, 
in a recent letter to the Editor says: “I have just 
returned from Italy. I asked an Italian why the peo- 
ple replied ‘Prego’ when I said ‘Gracia’ (thank you) 
for some favor. ‘Oh,’ ‘said he, ‘it means, Your 
rayer is answered and I'll do the same again.’” That 
is a beautiful expression of graciousness and love on 
the part of the one who has been asked to do some- 
thing for another. And the. Italian word “Prego” 
beautifully expresses God’s attitude and response when 
any of his children ask him for something he knows 
it is best for them to have. Let us remember, as we 
pray, how continually and joyously our heavenly 
Father answers us with that word “Prego” — “Your 
prayer is answered, and I'll do the same again.” 


Gift to Us 


Son are distinguished: “We all, with open face be- 
holding as in a glass the glory of the Lord, are changed 
into the same image from glory to glory, even as by 
the Spirit of the Lord.” This is union, the most 
intimate, even the union-of the Sacred Persons in the 
Holy Trinity, but it is not identity. 

Another sentence may aid us in apprehending the 
apostle’s thought: “He that is joined unto the Lord 
is one spirit” (1 Cor. 6:17). Here are three distinct 
persons, drawn into the closest possible relationship, 
living one life, yet each preserving a personal existence 
— the Saviour, the Spirit, and the believer. Three 
personalities, but only one life. The union is so in- 
clusive that the risen Saviour, who breathes into his 
disciples the virtue of his own all-conquering life, by 
that - communicates to them the Holy Spirit” (John 
20: 22). 

The Spirit of Jesus is the Spirit of the incarnation, 
formed in manhood. It was he who prepared the 
humanity assumed by the eternal Word, who pre- 
served the innocenge and framed the character of the 
Holy Child until he- was able to present himself to 
God_in full manhood as righteous (Matt. 3: 15-17). 
At Jordon the Spirit fell upon him, and abode: Jesus 
of Nazareth was anointed with the Holy Ghost and 
power. In this power he repelled the assaults of the 
Evil One, passed through the land with blessing, healed 
the sick, raised the dead, bound up the broken hearts, 
and at last in the triumph of his cross made an end 
of sin. And now this Spirit who led our Saviour 
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through peril and suffering to victorious dominion, the 
Spirit of glory and of God, is given to us, and is the 
very indwelling of Christ in our life. 

Our Lord has set forth far-reaching and fruitful 
truth under three forms. 


1. “I will pray the Father, and he shall give you 
another Comforter” (John 14:16). In these words 
we have the gift of the consentient Trinity held forth 
for the acceptance of the Church. -In this consent of 
Godhead the initiative belongs to him who -shall be 
Saviour — the Son, who in virtue of his divine nature 
requests, as on equal terms, that the Father will com- 
municate this gracious bestowment to the people of his 
election, for whom the Kinsman-Redeemer has offered 
himself as a sacrifice. 


2. “The Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, whom 
the Father will send in my name, he shall teach you 
all things” (John 14:26). When im answer to the 
Son’s request the Father commissions the Spirit to 
convey the gifts of Heaven to men, this Blessed One 
comes in the name of the Word made flesh; that is, 


he communicates to us the virtues and achievements - 


of him in whom it has pleased the Father that all the 
fullness should dwell. 


3. “When the Comforter is come, whom I will send 
unto you from the Father, ... he shall testify of me” 
(John 15:26). The Son, having passed through suf- 
fering to the right hand of the Majesty on high, re- 
ceives from the Father, and himself sends, the heavenly 
Advocate to bless his Church. Thus the Spirit comes 
in the power of the Redeemer’s triumph over sin and 
death, witnessing to his completed’ work and to the 
grace of his intercession. “He shall glorify me,” adds 
the Saviour; “he shall take of mine, and shall declare 
it unto you.” 

The broad teaching of these texts is that if we desire 
to. obtain the Spirit, whether in his person or in 
his gifts, we must receive him from the Saviour 
himself. The Spirit is given to us in Christ — at his 
request, in his name, and by his grace. As the Word 
incarnate came as the Father’s gift to men, so the 
divine Spirit is ministered to us by the Lord Jesus. 
All those who are in Christ have received the dona- 
tion of the Spirit of him who is Mediator and Re- 
deemer. The Spirit of Jesus dwells within us, moving 
us to will and to do of his good pleasure, in order 
that there may be reproduced in us the blameless 
character of our Lord. All the holy attainments of 
that Life which is life indeed are wrought afresh in 
us. This is more tharr “the imitation of Christ,” it 
is the process of the Christ within. The Spirit does, 
as it were, re-live in us the earthly course of Jesus of 
Nazareth —the circumstances being different, the 
principles the same. He teaches us to say with the 
apostle to the Gentiles, “I live; yet not I, but Christ”; 
to bear witness with the beloved disciple, “As he is, 
so are we in this world’; and to remind ourselves 
with Simon Peter that through faith we become “par- 
takers of the divine nature.” 

This doctrine is sufficiently expressed in the saying 
of John: “He that saith he abideth in him ought 
himself also so to walk, even as he walked.” Being 
united to Christ, we abide in him; our life-walk there- 
fore is accordant with his. We think and speak and 
act as the Lord Jesus would do if he were in our 
place. We conduct ourselves so that men take knowl- 
edge of us that we have companied with our Master. 
We bear upon our forehead the Lamb’s name. 

_In the New Testament we frequently find a brief 
biography of the Lord imbedded in the history or ia 
the teaching. The orbit of this heavenly One is ex- 
hibited in a single lime. For example, those who saw 
him once, as he passed on his wonder-working way, 
said, “He hath done all things well.” An apostle who 
journeyed with him during three years of unbroken 
fellowship describes the manner of his self-manifesta- 
tion: “He went about doing good.” Paul, viewing 
the course of the Saviour’s earthly carcer in the light 
of the incarnation, writes, “Even Christ pleased not 
himself.” The beloved disciple conveys to us the 
verdict of the Church, generation after generation, 
“We beheld his glory.” And the Lord himself lays 
open the inmost secret of his life, “I am meek and 
lowly in heart.” If we were to gather up the meaning 
of these and other kindred sentences we should be- 
come aware what Christian holiness is, for holiness 
is likeness to Christ. 

One has sometimes “seen a sudden likeness to the 
Lord flash out from the countenance of some patient 
sufferer, some toil-worn day laborer, some much-en- 
grossed house-mother. In that swift gleam a wide 
territory of human experience is laid bare. “In 
God,” says Tauler, “nothing is common.” And Mar- 
tin Luther testifies that “to pick up a straw from 
the ground, if God wills it, is a spiritual transaction.” 
During the Great War a worker on munitions began, 
one morning, to meditate upon the divine mercy toward 
himself. He had been delivered out, of “an horrible 
pit, out of the miry clay.” He stood enraptured, 
almost entranced. His work lay unheeded, he could 
do nothing but praise the name of the Lord. Then he 
recalled his duty; he remembered that he was on 
government work, and that the section on which he 
was engaged was to be handed‘ over to other men at 
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four o'clock that afternoon. He tooked up, and 
prayed: “Lord, take away this glory from me, and 
let me get on with my job.” He had learned from 


. the Carpenter of Nazareth to do the common things 


of life to the glory of God; he realized that obedience 
was better than ecstasy. 

It was in the grace and power of this Spirit, “the 
Spirit of Jesus,” that our Saviour was enabled to 
tread on the lion and the adder, to press victoriously 
in the greatness of his strength along the rugged 
way of the cross, and at last to offer to the Father 
three and thirty years of blameless living and: perfected 
service: “Father, . .. 1 have glorified thee on the~ 
earth: I have finished the work which thou gavest me 
to do.” That Spirit working in us will subdue all 
selfishness and earthliness of mind, all arrogance and 
waywardness of mood. He will lead us by. those 
paths where the Son of man was made a faithful high 
priest through the things which he suffered, perfecting 
us in every good word and work, and fashioning us to 
a perfection like the Saviour’s own. At last, he will 
guide us to the throne where the Overcomer sits 
surrounded by the victor saints — called, and chosen, 
and faithful. 

The Spirit of Jesus pointed out to our Master the 
sorrowful way, strengthening him to tread it fearlessly 
and with triumph. By the eternal Spirit he offered 
himself to God. And as he went along that-path of 
pain, he turned to his followers and said: “If any 
man will come after me, let him deny himself, and 
take up his cross, and follow me.” It is not likely 
that we who read these words shall be sentenced to 
die on a gibbet; but we are certainly called to love 
as Christ loved, to hold back nothing that is dear 
should the will of God or the need of men call for 
it. A devotion like that of. the Crucified must mark 
our every action. As there was no limit to the extrav- 
agance of his love, so there ought to be no measure 
to ours. “A new commandment I give unto you, 
That ye love one another; as I have loved you, that 
ye also love one another.” :

When the King Comes Again

kingdom when he returns. I read in the Bible about 
his ‘delivering up the kingdom” when comes to 
raise the dead, but I have never been able to find 
one plain declaration of Scripture which teaches 
that he will establish his kingdom at his second com- 
ing. Please give one Scripture which teaches it. 

Of course I have. seen. many quotations given by 
Scofield and others, but not one of them teaches it. 

I cannot understand how good men will. insist 
upon a. theory which has no Scriptural support.—A 
North Carolina business man. 


“The God of heaven [shall] set up a kingdom, which 
shall never be destroyed: and the kingdom shall not 
be left to other people, but it shall break in pieces 
and consume all these kingdoms, and it shall stand 
for ever. For as much as thou sawest that the stone 
was cut out of the mountain without hands, and that 
it brake in pieces the iron, the brass, the -clay, the 
silver, and the gold; the great God hath made known 

;: what shall come to pass hereafter” (Dan. 2: 44, 

45). 
This is one of many Scripture passages that declare 
that Christ, at his second coming, will set up or es- 
tablish his kingdom on earth. Daniel was given God's 
interpretation of the: dream that Nebuchadnezzar, the 
king of the greatest human kingdom: this world has 
ever known, had: had: That dream. and its interpre- 
tation, as given in the second chapter of Daniel, shows 
that “a stone... cut out without hands” shall at some 
future day come suddenly and do away with all human 
kingdoms, and establish the kingdom of Heaven on 
earth. That this “stone” refers to Christ is inescap- 
able, from the many Scripture passages that use the 
figure “stone” for our Lord; as when he said: “The 
stone which the ‘builders rejected is become the head 
of the corner” €Mark 12:10); and again, “Behold, 
I lay in Sion a chief corner stone, elect, precious: and 
he that believeth on him shall not be confounded” (1 
Pet. 2: 6). 

“After this I will-return,” says the Lerd-in prophecy, 
quoted in Acts 15: 16, “and will build again the taber- 
nacle of David, which. is fallen down; and: I will build 
again the ruins thereof, and I will set it up.” The 
tabernacle or dynasty of David. was pledged, by God, 
as an earthly kingdom that should be everlasting. The 
Scriptures declare that it shall be restored and set 
up again dt the second coming of Christ, at whose 
incarnation. Gabriel promised te Mary, “The Lord 
God shall give unto him the throne of his father 
David: and he shall reign over the house of Jacob 
for ever; and of his kingdom there shall be«no end” 
(Luke 1: 32, 33). 

Our Lord once spoke a parable “because they 
thought that the kingdom of God should immediately 
appear. He said therefore, A certain nobleman went 
into a far country to receive for himself a kingdom, 
and to return” (Luke 19:11, 12). Christ has gone 
to that far country, but he has not yet returned. 

The passage in 1 Corinthians 15 mentioned by this 
reader does not say that Christ at his coming) to raise 
the dead shall deliver up the, kingdom. It ‘says that 
believers who have died. shall be raised from the dead 
“at his coming.” The passage continues: “Then 
cometh the end, when he shall have delivered up the 
kingdom to God, even the Father; when he shall have 
put down all rule and all authority and'‘power. For he 
must: reign, till he hath put all enemies under his 
feet.” In other words, the kingdom shall not be de- 
livered up until Christ’s. reign has been established 
and concluded. It is established at his second coming 
to this earth, as the Scriptures show us; he then reigns 
over this earth for a thousand years (Rev. 20: 4-6); 
and finally he delivers up the kingdom to. the Father, 
having. destroyed death and having put this and all 
other enemies under his feet (1 Cor. 15:25, 26).

two distinct. and different parts, the Old Testa- 

ment and the New, separated in their composi- 
tion by hundreds of years, written in two different 
languages, the former under the shadow of Divine 
Law, and the latter under the sovereignty of the grace 
of God. And for nineteen hundred years, by the vast 
majority of those who:belong to the race which hold 
the former to-be the Word of God, the latter is de- 
nounced and “rejected. And yet through this Book, 
the Bible, there runs a‘ marvelous unity, structural, 
historical, prophetic, doctrinal, and spiritual (as Dr. 
Scroggie has remarked); so that the Bible is truly One 
Book, both Testaments cohering inseparably. These 
two Testaments are’ bound together, structurally, at 
the Gospel of. Matthew; and historically, at the birth 
of Christ. This being true, we believe it is reasonable 
to expect that, if the New Testament rests solidly upon 
the Old for its foundation, the latter should appear 
with the marks of the earlier; that its vocabulary, its 
characters and places, its very manner of thinking, 
should be most clearly evident where it joitis with the 
earlier, that is, in its first pages. 

Now the first_ pages of the New Testament, his- 
torically speaking, are those that record the birth of 
our Lord—the first two chapters of Matthew and 
the first three chapters of Luke. The purpose of 
this article is to prove that the Old Testament appears 
most frequently,.in the most dominating. way, in the 
first year of the history of the New, giving way then 
to higher and more-spiritual truths in the light and as 
the result of the work of the Son of God. 


I, TERMINATION OF OLD TESTAMENT GENEALOGIES 


The birth-story of Jesus begins and ends with a 
genealogy. In the first- chapter of Matthew and. the 
third of Luke are to be found something over one 
hundred different names, of which about fifty are to 
be discovered in the records of the Old Testament, 
twenty-five of them in the very first Book of the Bible. 
Thus the foundations of the New Testament, reach 
back to the very beginnings of the Scriptures and of 
God’s earliest dealings with men. 

And here we are confronted with a remarkable fact. 
Biblical genealogies. climax in the genealogy of Christ, 
the greatest one of them all, and to which they all 
pointed; and then all genealogies in the Scriptures 
disappear. ‘Indeed, for many of the most important 
characters in the New Testament, e. g., the apostle 
Paul, we do not even know the name of father or 
mother. There is not a character anywhere in the 


Tee Bible of the Christian Church is composed of 


later revelation, outside of the holy family, for whom. 


we have four successive generations given us. In 
fact, and this seems really amazing, the birth of no 
man or woman is recorded anywhere in the New 
Testament after the Birth: of our Lord! The second 
Man being born, the Man from Heaven, earthly par- 
entage, so far as spiritual privilege and standing are 
concerned, lose all significance. As Lange has aptly 
put it, “With the birth of this Second Man, the first 
aeon of the human race, that of natural human life, 
terminated, and its second aeon, that of spiritual life, 
began.” 


II. REAPPEARANCE OF OLD TESTAMENT CHARACTERS 


Two classes of Old Testament persons notably reap- 
pear in these nativity records—the priest and the 
shepherds. Necessarily the priest is one of the most 
important persons in the whole range of Biblical his- 
tory, appearing as far back as the days of Abraham. 
The priest we meet. with on the first pages of the 
New Testament is Zacharias, “righteous before God, 
walking in all the commandments... of the Lord 
blameless,” who, with his wife Elisabeth, as a great 
scholar once said, may be regarded as “pre-eminently 
the mature fruits of Old Testament discipline and 
education.” 

Again we are confronted with a fact similar to 
what we saw in relation to genealogies —after the 
appearance of Zacharias there is not a single priest 
spoken of by name in all the New Testament who was 
of holy character or who recognized Jesus Christ as 
the Messiah of Israel! When we think of the part 
Annas and Caiaphas took in the death of Christ, and 
recall the name of the last priest to be mentioned in 
the newer history — Sceva, the fact becomes one of 
no little importance. Hu genealogy ceases with 
the birth of the Son of man; and the divine sanction 
and apparent holiness of human priesthood ceases 
when the great High Priest himself is born. The Old 
Testament idea of an earthly priesthood is carried 
completely into the New . Testament, but soon rises 
to heavenly, spiritual heightsin the glorious fact that 
now all believers are kings and priests unto God. 


The supernatural and inspired unity of the 
Scriptures is nowhere more impressively shown 
than in the first five chapters (chronologically 
speaking) of the New Testament. Mr. Smith’s 
remarkable study is perhaps unique in its investi- 
gation of this theme. The blessed meaning and 
memories of the Christmas season are deepened 
and enriched as we realize that: 


1. Thirty-five of the thirty-nine books in the 
Old Testament contribute to these first five 
chapters of the New. 


2. Every century of Israel’s history from the 
sojourn in Egypt until the last of the prophets 
speaks in these birth records. 


3. Every character appearing at the birth of 
our Lord speaks and acts in the environment 
and language of the Old Testament. 


This study shows, also, that the Old Testament 
enters upon the pages of the New upon a material 
plane, but the superstructure raised thereon is in- 
creasingly spiritual, because the Nativity Narra- 
tives serve as a terminal for the truths of one 
dispensation and the starting point for the greater 

truths of another. 








The shepherds, beloved characters throughout his- 
tory, men of fearless, trusting natures, appear in a 
most beautiful way on the plains of Bethlehem at the 
birth of our Lord. These too are first found as far 
back as Genesis, And here again our former truth 
is clearly in evidence, that we are in a new order, for 
no other shepherd or group of shepherds appears any- 
where again in the New Testament after the birth 
of the Great Shepherd of the sheep himself! The 
shepherds of Bethlehem, watching over the sheep in- 
tended for the temple sacrifices, lay down their crooks 
at the manger of the Lamb of God, who in his death 
will forever abolish the need of animal sacrifices, and 
after his resurrection will through all the ages lead 
his people in and out that they may find pasture. 


III. Historrca ConTINUITY OF OLp TESTAMENT CITIES 


Two cities appear in the nativity narratives, Jeru- 
salem and Bethlehem. Both of these cities make their 
first appearance far back in the days of the patriarchs, 
in the first pages of the Scriptures. Jerusalem’s for- 
mer blood-guiltiness and its future doom are clearly 
manifest in the treatment it accords the King of the 
Jews as he first appears on earth, a few miles south 
of her battered walls. This City of the Great King 
enters the New Testament in a strictly material way; 
it reappears in the latter pages of the newer revela- 
tion as “the holy city, New Jerusalem, coming down 
from God out of heaven” (Rev. 21:10; Heb. 12: 22). 

Bethlehem has a remarkable history that predeter- 
mines it as the appointed birthplace of the Son of 
David. Here “Rachel died, and was buried in the way 
to Ephrath (the same is Beth-lehem)” (Gen. 35: 19). 
It was the home of Ruth and Boaz; the birthplace of 
David, and the town in which he was later anointed

king, for which reasons Luke calls it the “City of 
David.” Thirteen hundred years before Christ was 
born the royal ancestors of Christ were living here. 
Once again, let us notice, Bethlehem never appears 
again in the history of the New Testament. So far 
as we know, neither the Lord Jesus nor any of the 
apostles ever visited it. The Judean hamlet, the House 
of Bread (as its name indicates), fulfills her mission 
when there is born within her the Bread of Life. 
That which was the granary of Jerusalem now gives 
to the world Him who. will feed the human race for 
all generations upon the bread that cometh down from 
Heaven, which, if a man eat thereof, he shall never 
die. “Then, and never till then, was it Bethlehem,” 
as Lancelot Andrewes quaintly says. From now on 
“bread” becomes the symbol of the broken body of 
the Lord Jesus, a body which first appeared in this 
place, wrapped in swaddling clothes, and which, when 
broken, was toe be wrapped in linen again (Luke 2: 
7, 12; 23:53). The material has become the spiritual ; 
the earthly is now transformed into the heavenly. The 
foundation reaches back to the beginnings of history, 
but the superstructure rises to the heights of eternity. 


IV. ENvIRONMENT OF OLD TESTAMENT INSTITUTIONS 


__ By Old Testament institutions we mean the Temple, 
and its priesthood, together with various aspects of 
the Mosaic Law. The priestly work of Zacharias 
can only be understood in the light of the older records 
—his being of the course of Abia (1 Chron. 24), and 
the burning of the incense on the altar specifically 
designated for that purpose (Exod. 30; 40:26, 27; 
and others). The Law appears in various ways. The 
circumcision of John and of Jesus on the eighth day 
was according to a command of God given as far back 
as the days of Abraham (Gen. 17:12; Lev. 12:3). 
The purification rites of the mother were according. 
to the law found in Leviticus (chap. 12), and the pres- 
entation of the firstborn child follows the ancient 
statute of the early days of the nation (Exod. 13: 
g-12). An offering of turtle-doves is specifically 
designated in the former Book (Lev. 12:8). Truly, 
as Bernard remarks, “The starting point of the life 
and work of the Redeemer is thus in the bosom of the 
old dispensation.” 


V. FULFILLMENT oF OLp TESTAMENT PROPHECIES 


1. The first Old Testament prediction fulfilled is 
that of Isaiah (7:14) foretelling Christ’s virgin birth, 
“Behold, a virgin shall “be with child, and shall bring 
forth a son, and shall call hissname Emmanuel, which 
being interpreted is, God with us.” 


2. The second prophecy is from Micah (5:2), in- 
dicating the exact place in which the Messiah was to 
be born. “But thou, Beth-lehem Ephrathah, which 
art little to be among the thousands of Judah, out 
of thee shall one come forth unto me that is to be 
ruler in Israel.” It is worth noting that the place of 
the King’s birth is to be, not Jerusalem, but a very 
small town some few miles south of the royal city, 
because, as Hengstenberg tells us, Bethlehem “was 
peculiar to the family of David during its obscurity; 
whilst Jerusalem, on the contrary, belonged to their 
regal condition, — and the Messiah was to be born in 
the fallen tabernacle of David, to be a rod from the 
cut off stem of Jesse, Isa. 11: 1.” 


3. Matthew’s third use of Old Testament passages 
is from the prophet Hosea (11:1), and refers to the 
flight of the Holy Family into Egypt and its sub- 
sequent return. “And [he] was there until the death 
of Herod: that it might be fulfilled which was spoken 
by the Lord through the prophet, saying, Out of 
Egypt did I call my son.” The first meaning of this 
passage is historical, referring to God’s deliverance 
of the nation from the Egyptian bondage. The 
famous Hebrew scholar of Oxford, Pusey, points 
out the connection between the two events. “Both had, 
by his [God’s] appointment, taken refuge in Egypt; 
both were, by his miraculous call, to Moses in the 
bush, to Joseph in the dream, recalled from it. When 
Israel was brought out of Egypt, the figure took 
place; when Christ was called, the reality was fulfilled. 
The act itself, on the part of God, was prophetic. 
When he delivered Israel, and called him his firstborn, 
he willed, in the course of time, to bring up from 
Egypt his only begotten Son.” 

4. It is in connection with the slaughter of the 
babes at Bethlehem that Matthew uses his fourth 
prophetic passage, from Jeremiah (31:15). “Then 
was fulfilled that which was spoken through. Jere- 
miah. the prophet, saying, A voice was. heard 
in Ramah, weeping and great mourning, Rachel 
weeping for her: children; and she would hot be

Several days later I secured from young Mix some- 
thing of his life-story, and how he went to England. 
He had been working on a ranch in. Mexico with 
others who spent much time in gambling, and he 
threatened to tell the manager of the ranch of their 
evil ways. They were enraged at him, but he es- 
caped from them, 

He went to the United States and finally reached 
Boston. In broken English and Spanish he asked 
a policeman the way to the steamships. He found one 
almost ready to leave for England. When the watch- 
man turned his back the lad slipped aboard the ship 
and hid himself among the cargo in the hold. 

After the steamer was a day or two out at sea the 
boy showed himself to the watchman of the ship, 
and gave him one of the two ten. dollar. bills he pos- 
sessed. The watchman told him to keep out of sight, 
and brought him food day by day. When they reached 
England they dressed him up in sailor clothes, and 
he landed without detection. 

The young man: joined a—circus troupe and was a 
performer with them for two years. One of his 
tricks was .to- pick up a handkerchief while galloping 
along on a horse or a pony. Another was to shoot 
a clay pipe out of the mouth of a man standing some 
distance away. Another was to use his lasso with 
such skill that he could jerk a cigarette out of the 
mouth of a man several yards away. 

But the hand of the Lord was over young 
Mix in all his wanderings. Unknown to himself 
the Lord was guiding him, and preparing to 
bring him to Himself. At length the lad left 
the circus troupe tecarse of insufficient wages. 
Later he went to Birmingham seeking work. There, 
in the providence of God, he met two young men who 
had recently been in Canada where they had found 
the Lord. These young fellows brought him to the 
Baptist church that Sunday evening, and there he, too, 
found his Saviour. 

It is now almost six weeks since Mix confessed 
Christ. He is going on splendidly. One evening he 


was visiting at a home in Birmingham when a young. 
man .came in..under. the influence of liquor. “Mix ~* 


watched him a little while, and then took him aside 
and talked very plainly to him, -telling him that the 
way he was carrying on was not pleasing to Jesus. 
The young man wds-much impressed, and promised 
to go to church the next Lord’s Day. 
_. When some one .asked. Mix if he was still trust- 
ing the Lord, he replied, “Me love Jesus every day,” 
and pulled his little Testament out of his pocket. 
He. is. the blessed -firstfruit of the new- campaign, 
and his Testament is the first of the Million for the 
perishing souls in Latin America. 

Please pray that this young Indian may grow. strong 
in the Lord and be graciously used for his glory. It 
may be that the Lord wants him to go with us to help 
in the. distribution of-the Word among his fellow 
countrymen and ‘others in Latin America.

She came 
under Modernist influences, and began to explain 
conversion by psychology. Then she attended a 
conference at America’s Keswick. Full surrender 
brought a life better than she had dared ask or 
think. She has written her story for the Times.

The teaching of Matthew 18 








Our Assurance of Infant Salvation 
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little children, and their position in God’s great 

redemptive program. In Matthew 18 the Lord 
Jesus had been using the little child before him as a 
figure of the newborn babe by regeneration. Now 
speaking of the little child itself, he says, “Take heed 
that ye despise not one of these little ones; for I say 
unto you, That in heaven their angels do always 
behold the face of my Father which is in heaven. 
For the Son of man is come to save that which was 
lost” (vs. 10, EI). 

I am aware that the words of the eleventh verse — 
“For the Son of man is come to save that which was 
lost’ — are omitted from the Revised Version, but 
there is considerable textual authority for them, and 
they seem very fitting here. It is significant that the 
Lord Jesus here omits the word “seek” which he used 
in connection with the salvation of Zacchzus in Luke 
19:10. ‘He came indeed to save the little children, 
and they were lost but for his coming, but he did not 
need to seek them, for they had not gone astray. 

The word “angels” in. this passage has puzzled 
many readers, and has had many interpretations. It 
seems certain that our Lord is not here speaking of 
“guardian angels” but rather of the spirits of the 
little children who have passed out of this life. The 
word “angel” is used in this sense in Acts 12:15, 
where Peter, after his miraculous deliverance from 
prison, made his appearance at the house of John 
Mark’s mother. When the maid, Rhoda, reported 
his presence at the gate, they said unto her, “Thou 
art mad! But she confidently affirmed that it was 
even so. And they said, It is his angel. But Peter con- 
tinued knocking: and when they had opened, they saw 
him, and were amazed” (Acts 12:15, 16, R. V.). 

We are not to suppose from this that all the angels 
of Heaven are redeemed human beings. The testi- 
mony of the Scriptures is perfectly clear that the 
angels are an entirely separate order of creatures. But 
in the passage before us’the word “angels” is used to 
signify the spirits of little children who have gone 
from earth—they are in Heaven, where they always 
behold the face of the God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

To understand how the children of sinful men and 
women are included in the redemption of the cross, 
it is necessary to see the general character and scope 
of that redemption. The Lord Jesus bled and died 
not only for believers. He also died for unbelievers. 
He died as the “Lamb of God, which taketh away 
the sin of the world” (John 1:29). “He is the pro- 
pitiation for our sins: and not for ours only, but also 
for the sins of the whole world” (1 John 2:2). The 
fullness of God’s purpose concerning him is set forth 
in 1 John 4:14, “We have seen and do testify that 
the Father sent the Son to be the Saviour of the 


’[ ite’ is precious teaching in the Gospels about 
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world.” And in 2 Corinthians 5:19 it is written that 
“God was in Christ, reconciling the world unto him- 
self, not imputing their trespasses unto them.” 

That is to say, all the sins of all the world, from 
the beginning of the world unto the end of time — all 
our sins were laid on Jesus, and he bore them away on 
the cross. Therefore, the world is no longer con- 
demned by sin. Jesus tasted death for every man 
(Heb. 2:9). Men are lost, not because they are 
sinners, but because they spurn the gift of salvation. 
This is the only thing that can condemn any man. 
“God sent not his Son into the world to condemn the 
world; but that the world through him might be 
saved. He that believeth on him is not condemned: 
but he that believeth not is condemned already, be- 
cause he hath not believed in the name of the only 
begotten Son of God. And this is the condemnation, 
that light is come into the world, and men loved 
darkness rather than light, because their deeds were 
evil” (John 3:17-19). Thus men are lost not be- 
cause they are. sinners, but because they will not have 
the Saviour, who died for them, the just for the 
unjust, that he might bring them to God. Neverthe- 
less, he is the “Saviour of all men, specially of those 
that believe” (1 Tim. 4: 10). 

The little children are saved because they were 
included in the race for which the Lord Jesus died, 
and they have not forfeited their salvation by unbelief. 
Therefore, when they depart from earth before the 
age of responsibility, they go at once into God’s pres- 
ence, always to dwell with him and behold his face. 
They are his peculiar treasure, loaned for a little time 
to the earth, but caught away before they could be 
defiled by the blighting sin of unbelief.

comiorted, because they are not.” ‘This prophecy, 
in turn, refers back to the account in Genesis (35: 19). 


5. The last passage Matthew uses in this way is not 
reierred by the writer to any particular prophet. “And 
{he} came and dwelt in a city called Nazareth; that 
it might be fulfilled which was spoken through the 
prophets, that he should be called a Nazarene.” No 
prophet in the Old Testament uses exactly these words, 
yet most commentators are agreed that the words 
refer to the prophecy of Isaiah (11:1), “And there 
shall come forth a shoot out of the stock of Jesse, and 
a branch out of his roots shall bear fruit.” The word 
“Nazareth” in Hebrew would be “Nasorai,” or “Nas- 
rai,’ Hengstenberg even giving references where it is 
actually called by Jewish writers “Nezer.” The word 
translated “branch,” is the Hebrew word “neser.” One 
can clearly see, then, as this great student of Old 
Testament Christology concludes, that “the name of 
that place by which his lowliness was designated was 
the same as that by which Isaiah had designated the 
lowliness of the Messiah at his appearing.” 


VI, Use or Otp TESTAMENT Worps AND PHRASES 


The very first phrase in the New Testament, “The 
book of the generation,’ binds the two Testaments 
together. The first book of the Bible was called, by 
the Greeks who dived some three hundred years before 
Christ, “Genesis,” a name that has since been adopted 
by the entire Church; and the first phrase in the 
newer revelation is, in the Greek, “Biblos geneseos.” | 

Noting the words which the angel Gabriel used in 
speaking to Zacharias, to Mary, and to Joseph, and 
the words which the angelic host used in speaking to 
the shepherds, one is amazed to find these messengers 
of Heaven delivering their messages in the exact 
phraseology of the Old Testament Scriptures. Do 
angels also pore over the pages of the Word of God? 
Are they taught by the Spirit who inspired all the 
divine writers? How remarkable, and yet how per- 
fectly reasonable, that when Gabriel spoke to Zacharias 
about the conception of Elisabeth, which was, as 
Bishop Ryle reminds us, “the first communication from 
God to Israel since the days of Malachi,” he should 
use (Luke 1:17) the very words that close the Old 
Testament revelation (Mal. 4:5, 6). Of his later 
message to Mary (Luke 1: 28-37) we should observe 
with Dr. Scofield that “the Davidic covenant as con- 
ditioning the kingdom foretold by them (the prophets) 
enters the New Testament unchanged.” 

The three great Nativity Hymns, all found in the 
Gospel of Luke—the Magnificat (1: 46-55), the 
Benedictus (1: 68-79), and the Nunc Dimittis (2: 29- 
32) — bring with them, as another has expressed it, “a 
cloud of references.” What Godet says of the song 
of Mary may be said also of the other two, that their 
references to the Old Testament are ‘marvelously 
alike in their number, range, and depth.” If one will 
carefully study the references in the margin of the 
Revised Version on the pages where these hymns 
occur he will get some idea of what Godet meant. 

In Luke 1: 38 is the beautiful phrase, from the lips: 
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of Mary, “the handmaid of the Lord,” an idea occur- 
ring only twice in the Old Testament, and both times 
expressed by David, when he calls himself “the son 
of thy handmaid” (Psa. 86: 16; 116: 16). This phrase 
is all the more remarkable when‘ we recall that the 
name of the mother of David is never mentioned in 
the Bible. Well might Luther say, “li I were younger, 
I would seek all the words of the New Testament in 
Moses and the Prophets.” 


ConcLusION 

Of the thirty-nine books of the Old Testament, 
thirty-five make direct contributions to the nativity 
narratives of the New. This cannot be said for any 
other single event recorded in the New Testament, 
nor are there any five chapters in the later covenant, 
controlled by one subject as these are, so rich in the 
lcre and history and hope of the older revelation. 

It is Genesis that, above all other books of the Old 
Testament, appears with the greatest frequency and 
the deepest significance in these early records of the 
birth of our Lord. At least eighteen chapters of the 
first book of the Bible reagpear in the first. five chap- 
ters of the New Testament (i. e., Matt. 1 and a, and 
Luke 1 to 3). : 

Finally, we cannot help but see, again and again, 
that the nativity of our Lord marks a great terminal 
for the older covenant that precedes, and at the same 
time serves as a starting point from which the newer 
revelation may proceed. 

The importance of human birth disappears in the 
birth of the New Man, Christ Jesus, by whose in- 
— it is possible for men to be called the sons 
o ‘ : 

By our union with the true High Priest, who has 
entered into the heavenlies, all believers are now in- 
cluded in the holy order of a royal priesthood. 

Shepherding finds its perfection in the work of the 
Great Shepherd himself. - 

Bethlehem disappears when the Bread of Life is 
made available for a dying race of men. 

The temple of Jerusalem has been abolished for this 
dispensation, each believer now, by the indwelling of 
-the 'Holy Spirit, living in a body which has become a 
temple unto the Lord. 

The first pages of the older record give the genesis 
of an earthly epoch that was brought to a close by 
the appearance of the Son of God on earth; the first 
pages of the later revelation bring the former to a 
close, and make possible the beginning of a new epoch, 
which will climax in the glorious return of Christ to 
earth again, in power. The two epochs are bound 
together, the end of one and the beginning of the 
other, in the Incarnation of the Son of God. 

The Old Testament appears on the first pages of the 
New in a preponderating way, controlling the thoughts 
of all who speak, guiding their footsteps to sacred sites, 
directing angels to the temple and wise men to the 
City of David, and making everything to fulfill the 
Word of the Lord. It appears, however, only to serve 
as a foundation, on which a vast and glorious super- 
structure is to be built, towering into the heights of 
Heaven, and lifting the language of earth into the very 
realms of eternal and divine truth.

Dear COLLEGE Boy: 


T'S a timeworn aphorism that opportunity knocks 

but once. The very fact that it passes for a proverb 
may well make one question the validity of the saying. 
But be the adage true or false, the fact remains that 
retrospection would be a far more pleasing pastime if 
we could have turned upon all the experiments of the 
past the illumination of intervening experience. I’ve been 
in quite a reminiscent meod of late. They say that 
dwelling on the past is a characteristic of old age, 
but I fancy that in the present case it is due rather 
to the fact that a half-mile of freshly worked mud 
road between me and the highway has conspired with 
frequent deluges of rain to deprive me of contacts with 
the outside world and to throw me upon my own re- 
sources. 

I've been thinking a good deal of my few years of 
teaching experience before I attempted to change my 
spots and make an efficient farm housewife out of a 
pedagogue. Fools are said to experience no hesitancy 
about undertakings that would give an angel pause; 
even so I think I felt little but confident exhilaration 
upon stepping out of college directly into the position 
of intellectual, moral, and spiritual adviser to a group 
of boys and girls but little younger than myself. I 
suppose all students prefer young teachers to the gray 
heads, and I do not blame them. They. are much 
easier to look at, as you fellows say, and may reason- 


ably be expected to possess more — what shall I call 
it? —verve. If you don’t know what that means look 
it up, for it’s one of the overworked words of the day. 
Nevertheless I often wish I could go back over the 
ground I traversed then and repair a good many 
blunders. I wonder if anybody else of fair intelli- 
gence ever took so long to ripen as I did. And how 
can any woman qualify for a teacher until she has 
known the solemn responsibility of having boys and 
girls of her own, the sudden shifting of her center 
of gravity to a point outside her own body? © Self 
looms so large for most of us until we learn the joy 
of losing it. I have known some splendidly success- 
ful teachers of both sexes who had never served such 
an apprenticeship; but I have known a very large 
number who were wholly unfit for their job because 
they had not mastered the two great commandments. 
Speaking of retrospects, I’m thinking of. a small 
reading room off the library of the boarding school 
where I taught: Around the long table there, strewn 
with periodicals, a small-group of us would often 
gather in the social hour after dinner and winnow out 
the deep problems of the hour, and try to solve the 
ystery of life. I can see myself seated there one 
Sunday afternoon with two boys of the upper form, 
one of them more or less of a Beau Brummel, but a 
friendly, lovable chap of the type that would always 
skim the surface of experience and leave the depths 
quite undisturbed, but the other an overgrown, raw- 
boned, red haired freckled specimen, face to face 
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for the first time with the alarming possibilities’ of 
his own questions... He had no mother, a father rather, 
I gleaned, of the severe, dogmatic type. I can hear 
even now the troubled note in the boy’s voice as he 
said, “Why, don’t you know? there just isn’t anything 
you can’t doubt!” Oh, the tragic possibilities of that 
discovery! And how my memory smarts today as I 
look back upon my own inadequacy! I think memories 
like this have made me want to undertake thé%e let- 
ters to college boys. There was no one else among us 
teachers to whom he could turn with perfect safety. 
There was the school principal across the hall} con- 
siderably my senior, but a man who didn’t love boys. 
To him they were always objects of suspicion, always 
natural enemies to be kept on the defensive. Why, 
instead of the green fledgling so sure of my own pin- 
feathery wings, couldn’t the lad have been faced with 
the old weather-beaten me who have learned to say, 
“I know”; not because I am so sure of my own reason- 
ing powers, but because I have more than once moulted 
those very convictions and come‘ to trust only in Him 
who says, “I bare you on eagles’ wings, and brought 
you unto myself” ? 

I wish I had been as familiar then with all those 
“T know’s” of God’s blessed Word as I am now. In- 
stead, I gave him, in the best of faith, that passage 
from “In Memoriam” that deals with the question as 
to whether “doubt is devil-born” and contains these 
lines : . 


I know not: one indeed I knew 
In many a subtle question versed, 
Who teuch’d a jarring lyre at first, 
But ever strove to make it true; 


Perplext in faith, but pure in deeds, 
At last he beat his music out. 
There: lives more faith in haqnest doubt, 
Believe me, than in half the creeds. 


I still love Tennyson’s “In Memoriam,” but I have 
found something far better: adapted to the needs of 
youthful doubtérs. I honestly believed then I could 
with safety bid that boy keep his deeds pure while he 
waited for the time when his doubts should naturally 
dissolve and assured faith take their place. 

Do not misunderstand me. I would not for- one 
moment discount the importance of keeping oneself 
from all filthiness, not only of the overt act, but of 
the mind as well. Paul’s rule, “Whatsoever things 
are pure ... think on these things,” is the only saie 
ground, the only decent practice, for anyone. But 
life has taught me by many bitter disappointments 
the utter futility of the deeds of the law. I doubt not 
the sad refrain of Ecclesiastes, “This also is vanity,” 
will be the cry of anyone who tries to “beat his music 
out” from a lyre not tuned by faith. The heart is 
doomed to lifelong discord that strives in any other 
way after harmony. 

And just as surely as effects follow causes, faith 
is the direct result of an act of will. It is difficult 
to convince anyone who has not put it to the test that 
he can by deliberate choice believe in God and in his 
Word, but I know this to be true. I have no manner 
of patience with the notion that the clever college man 
must reasonably expect to pass through a quagmire 
of doubt before he can reach the high, firm ground of 
faith, I am well aware that many great men of 
faith, like George Miller and Adoniram Judson so- 
journed in the far country before they became the 
loyal servants of God; but I believe that in every such 
case if you had the testimony of these men themselves 
they would tell you that it. was sin and its allurement 
rather than their own intellectual temperament that 
kept them so long away from the Father’s house. 
“Hf any man willeth to do his. will, he shall know of 
the teaching” (John 7:17). Mind, the Lord Jesus 
does not say, “he that willeth to lead a clean, moral 
life,” but, “he that willeth to do God’s will.” And 
elsewhere he tells us that God’s will for us is that 
we should know him and Jesus Christ whom he hath 
sent. 

I am repeatedly shocked and disheartened to learn 
of the perverted social standards and the cynical views 
of those writers of our day who have chosen to follow 
the intellectual, rather than the spiritual. The divorce 
record alone of the brilliant intellectual lights of the 
age would prove a powerful witness to the truth 
of what I allege. Out of the heart, not out of the 
mind, are the issues of life; and w’-h the heart, not 
with the head, man believeth unto righteousness. And 
worst of all, the man who sets human intelligence 
above revealed truth has no light to offer you for the 
time when the shadows lengthen. George A. Dorsey 
is quoted as saying, “They tell us we shall be a long 
time dead — and I know of nothing to contradict it.” 
I should not assume to be so well informed as Mr. 
Dorsey on any subject but one. Thank God i know 
of something to contradict that statement, .to com- 
mute that extreme sentence, “a long time dead’! 
Here it is, and it rests with your will and with that 
alone whether you will accept it. “I am the resurrec- 
tion, and the life: he that believeth on me, though he 
die, yet shall he live; and whosoever liveth and be- 
lieveth on me shall never die.”

The Historical Setting 


EROD the Great: died just before the Passover 
H of 4 B. C. The birth of the Lord Jesus Christ 

therefore took place some months earlier. The 
exact date it is impossible to say.” Estimates vary from 
the September of 5 B. C. to the January of 4 B.C. A 
remarkable conjunction of the planets Jupiter, Saturn, 
and Mars: took place some months before this. They, 
however, do not form the star of Matthew 2:2. 
But the fact is an interesting one as showing that 
there were signs in the physical heavens besides that 
of the miraculous star. The Lord Jesus has told us 
that similar signs will accompany his second advent 
(Luke 2r: 25). 


Verse by Verse 


Luke 2: 8.—In the same country. The district round 
Bethlehem. It was fitting that great David’s greater 
Son should be born in the place that had been David's 
own home (1 Sam. 16:1; 17:12). Note the promise 
to David (2 Sam. 7: 12-16). Note the terms of the 
Davidic covenant: (1) the house — David’s posterity ; 
(2) the throne — David’s authority; (3) the kingdom 
~the very locality where David's center of govern- 
ment was; (4) forever —the perpetuity involved that 
looks far beyond anything that can be predicted of 
a human successor; (5) the foregoing promises were 
conditioned upon obedience. No earthly king ever 
completely fulfilled the condition. And therefore the 
covenant -would never be regarded as established be- 
yond all risk of failure. But the Lord Jesus has per- 
fectly fulfilled this condition. Therefore David's 
kingdom is already absolutely sure to him even though 
it is still true that “we see not yet all things put under 
him” (Heb. 2:8). : : 

The first promise to David said nothing as to where 
the coming King should be born. This was no doubt 
because Solomon and his successors were born at Jeru- 
salem for the most part. Later on, however, when 
people might begin clearly to understand the unworthy 
character of many of David’s descendants, at the time 
in fact when Ahaz was gn the throne, a new element 
was added. Micah was commanded to announce that 
the Prince should be born not in Jerusalem but in 
Bethlehem (Mic. 5:2). Yet at this very time when it 
was foretold that the Messiah should be born not in 
the capital but in a village, it was added that his “go- 
ings forth have been from of old, from everlasting.” 
This verse plainly implies what Christian theology 
learned to term the eternal generation of the Son. 
This particular added by Micah also made the promise 
far more definite and thus far more limited in its 
scope. No one could claim that the promise applied 
to him unless he had been born in Bethlehem. : 

Shepherds ... abiding in the field. They were in 
the place of duty. Following the ordinary, analogy 
of God’s dealings with men we may infer that they 
were among those who were waiting for the consola- 
tion of Israel. They illustrate‘ the ideal attitude of 
life for those who would be ready for the Lord’s sec- 
ond coming. 


Verse 9.—The glory of the Lord. Not since before 
the captivity six centuries earlier had the Shekinah 
been seen by mortal eyes (Dan. 10:7). In the old 
time it had been seen of all the people: In the pillar 
of cloud. in. the desert (Exod. 16:10); in the taber- 
nacle (Num: 20:6), and in the Temple (2 Chron. 7: 1). 

The: Hebrew word “Shekinah comes from a- root 
meaning to dwell. -All special manifestations of the 
Shekinah ‘spoke of the fact- that God was dwelling 
with Israel. That familiar intercourse might be either 
fer blessing ‘or' for judgment. Which direction it 
would take would: necessarily be conditioned ‘by’ the 
people’s response to God, whether in obedience or in 
disobedience. It was fitting that the final and most 
permanent and intimate tabernacling of God among 
men (John 1:14) should also be heralded by such an 
outward manifestation as the shepherds saw. 

Verse 10—Good tidings. The Greek word is the 
one that lies at the root of our word evangel. The

English word Gospel has the same root meaning at- 
taching to it. The goodness of the news concerning 
the birth of the Lord Jesus consists in the fact that, 
whereas we have sinned and deserve only punishment, 
God sent his Son in love. The birth of Christ was an 
amnesty to incorrigible rebels. It was a Father’s 
love message to alienated children (John 3:17). 

Verse 11—City of David. Bethlehem, not Jeru- 
salem. The Lord Jesus came in the line of Old Testa- 
ment prophecy. It was “according to the scriptures” 
Ce Gor: Tg:3 4)i 

Verse 12.—This is the sign. Not the babe or the 
swaddling clothes, but the manger. David’s heir, the 
Son of the eternal God, was lying in a manger. This 
sign must have been God-given. It was so utterly 
unlike anything that .man could have conceived. The 
heir of all the glorious promises of David and David’s 
house, yet lying not in a palace or even in a cottage, 
but in a manger.

was available. Therefore the Prince must be herding 
with the cattle. That is amazing. But it is more 
amazing still that the eternal One should be bound 
within the limits of time, or that God who is a Spirit 
should be attired in flesh, or that the Omnipotent 
should become the helpless —for there is nothing in 
the world so helpless as a human baby, —or that the 
Absolute and the Self-originated should become de- 
pendent upon the offices of his creatures. That is God’s 
idea of a sign suitable for such an occasion. 


Verse 14—Men in whom he is well pleased. This 
is not a mere description of the human race. But it 
is intended as a limitation of the proclamation of 
peace. The peace is indeed proclaimed to all. But 
not all, alas, are ready to respond to the proclamation 
and avail themselves of the peace. There are here 
two sides of the Gospel. On earth peace — that is the 
divine side. Men of good pleasure —that is the hu- 
man side. And salvation, or the new birth, turns al- 
ways and necessarily upon the co-relation of these two. 

Verse 15.—Let us now go... and see. This is 
the true response of faith. And it is this that we 
must seek to evoke from our scholars. We have not 
fulfilled our task when we have taught them our 
lesson. We need to draw in the net to get them to 
some definite act of decision which will put God’s 
Word to the proof.” The act may take various forms, 
depending upon the age and intelligence and circum- 
stances of our pupils. But in some form or another 
it is an unescapable necessity if we are to do real serv- 
ice for God in our school. And it is too often just here 
that we fail. 


Verse 19.—Mary kept all these sayings. They were 
God’s message to her. After all the lonely months 
of strange experiences and possibly misunderstanding 
even with him whom she loved best on earth (Matt. 
1:19) her faith at last was vindicated. And it was 
the story of these shepherds through which the re- 
assurance of God came to her.own soul. How could 
she not keep it in her heart! The testing time may 
be long for you, dear Christian, as it was. for her. 
But in his own time God will give you to realize that 
your faith has not been in vain.

1. Jesus the Saviour saves his people from the 
guilt of their sins through his death. 

2. Jesus the Christ saves his people from the power 
of their sins, “seeing he ever liveth to make inter- 
cession for them” (Heb.

Clocks.—Preach the word; be urgent in season, out 
of season; reprove, rebuke, exhort (v. 2). The four- 
square preacher with the “urge.” Here are the sides 
of him, Preach. Reprove. Rebuke. Exhort. As 
you approach Jersey City from New York, by ferry 
boat, you will see high up upon the Colgate soap 
factory, “The biggest clock in the world. Now the 
great dial of that immense clock does not have a 
single one of the usual numerals upon it, just some 
strokes where the figures should be. Yet every one 
can tell exactly what time it is. Bet you cannot 
tell right now, without looking, what style of figure 
is marked on your watch for six o'clock. Never 
noticed before, did you? That is the way most 
folks go through the world. Well, as we were say- 
ing —or just going to say, some churches hang up 
a clock where the preacher can see it, to prevent long- 
windedness, I reckon. In such a church with such 
a clock it occurred to a pious old official to take off the 
dial and have it changed as follows:

PREACH CHR a i 
Preach Christ! The minister would have no trouble 
to tell the time, and when he was tempted to swing 
off into literature, politics, social service, or some 
other fad, there was the clock looking him squarely — 
perhaps I had better say roundly — in the face with 
the “reproof,” the “rebuke,” the “exhortation” to 
“preach the word.” As John’s Gospel tells us, “In the 
beginning was the Word” (John 1: 1-4). If anyone 
happens to have a preacher of this kind, why wouldn't 
it be a good idea to set up such a clock where it could 
always face the preacher and where the preacher 
could always face the clock, and between the two have 
the right kind of time every Sunday! 

The Noblest Passage in Literature.—/ have fought 
the good fight, I have finished the course, I have kept 
the faith (v. 7). Four years ago I mentioned in 
these notes that Mr. Samuel Crowther states in “John 
H. Patterson, Pioneer in Industrial Welfare” that Mr. 


Patterson always kept a Bible on the table at the 


head of his bed.. Mr. Patterson was the creator and 
owner of the National Cash Register Company. On 
the strength of that statement, Uncle Billy Witham 
of Atlanta, Ga., ordered a lot of the books and put 
them in the libraries of the Sunday-schools in which 
he was interested. Uncle Billy and William Jennings 
Bryan used to run the big Bible class in the park in 
Miami. The day I spoke there we put on a quadruple 
bill. I said, “We. will beat that moving picture place 
over there with their ‘Double Bill’; ours will be a 
‘Triple Bill” ” Uncle Billy jumped up and said, “No, 


a quadruple Bill—hey Bill, take up the collection!” 


And it was even so, Billy Witham, Billy Bryan, Billy 
Ridgway, and Bill of the collection! That is Uncle 
Billy Witham for you— but, as we were saying when 
we sidetracked, Mr. Patterson was a pioneer. Folks 
in Dayton called him a “nut,” a “crank,” and “crazy” 
because he went in for flowers in the factories and 
millionaire surroundings for factory workers — golf 
clubs, parks, and the like. Get the book and read 
for yourself. Here is the very last paragraph on page 
364. “He gave a single short gasp. The light had 
been clicked off, he had fought a good fight. He had 
finished his course. He had kept his faith.” Thou- 
sands of others of the world’s best men have “clicked 
off the light” with these words upon their lips. When 
your summons comes to join the innumerable throng 
that moves to that mysterious realm, happy man are 
you if you can make Paul’s claim yours. There is 
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no passage in all literature more full of nobility and 
manliness than this caption. It is athletic as well as 
devout. We see the fearless -warrior, the muscular 
athlete, and the pious xnight upon his knees all in one 
short sentence. In fact, the whole Gospel of Christ 
as worked out in a life is revealed in this last word of 
the great apostle. 


The Strong One.—But the Lord stood by me, and 
strengthened me (v. 17). A painter named James 
Chapin, of the Millet order, has made a picture which 
he modestly calls, “Two Men Sawing.” The men are 
sawing down a tree, one on each end of the old-fash- 
ioned two-handle cross-cut saw. The critics are laud- 
ing the picture to the skies as “The Rhythm of 
Labor,” the poetry of motion, and the magazines are 
printing half-tone cuts of it. It is a great picture, 
even from the prints. You can almost fancy you see 
the two men swing together as they handle the saw, 
as some of us have done. When I was a “young 
feller” I loved to help big Jake Shimp work the saw. 
“Yes, indeed, Jake, we did it, didn’t we!’ Jake 
would laugh and say, “Yes, Bill, you bet we did.” 
This text made me think of those days with the 
lumberjacks down in the Pocopson woods. And then 
that “Rhythm of Labor” picture. And now this text: 
“Workers together with him’ (2 Cor. 6:1). The 
Lord stands by us and strengthens us in this life in 
which we have to “saw wood” if we hope to get 
along. I could not have pulled. that saw alone one 
hour, two of us like me would not have fasted the 
morning out. But with big muscular Jake on the other 
end, why, boy! it was py, and what sweet music 
that old saw made as it sang its way through the 
chestnut trees of the Brandywine hilltops.. Yes, sir, 
it was fun, and getting one fifty a day for it! All 
life is fun when 2 man or woman knows God well 
enough to work with him. There is strength for all 
that must come to us in this existence we call our 
earthly life when we have the Strong One by our 
side (Exod. 15:2; Hab. 3:19). Satan cannot harm 
us. Remember what he said to Peter. He says the 
same to you. “Satan has desired thee that he may 
put you through the threshing machine like wheat, 
but I have prayed for thee, and he shall not prey on 
thee” (Luke 22: 31).

If we should adopt the seventeenth verse for our 
central text we could find in it not only “the saying

Verse 20 would enable us to see 
“these things,” not in the minds of the shepherds, but 
in the heart of Mary, representing that long line of 
human ancestry through which he came, and that 
prophetic vision that through the years foretold his 
coming. And can anyone ponder “these things” in 
the presence of her who from Heaven was pronounced 
blessed among women, and venture to raise question 
about the Virgin Birth? Nor is the twentieth verse 
without its claim for centrality, but we must leave it 
with that suggestion.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
Beginning: The difference. 
Discussion: What is fear? What 
causes it, and what damage does it do? 
_ Objective: Knowing God through Jesus 
Christ. : 











AY, fellows, have you ever thought 
of the differences between your own 
birth and the birth of Jesus? I suppose 
you have in a way; but I want to call 
your attention to one very great differ- 
ence—the main difference. For it is 
important; and unless you take this dif- 
ference into consideration you will miss 
the best truth in connection with the 
coming of the Saviour to the world. 
The difference is this: when you were 
born a new life came into existence. It 


“was the beginning of an individual that | 


had never lived before. But when Jesus 
was born it was the continuation of a 
Life that had always lived. The birth 
of Jesus was simply God taking on a hu- 
man form that we hum@ms might better 
understand him and know him. God, be- 
ing “a Spirit, infinite, eternal, and un- 
changeable in his being, wisdom, power, 
holiness, justice, goodness, and truth,” 
was so far above us and so different that 
our finite minds could get no idea of what 
he was like. It was God’s desire that 
we should know and love him, so he came 
to earth in the form of a man. More- 
over, universal sin had put all humanity 
under the penalty of death, and God’s 
plan of coming to earth in human form 
to die on the cross in humanity’s stead 
showed how he loves the world. Forget 
the’ world a moment and think only of 
yourself: the plan showed how much he 
loves you. 

When Philip said to Jesus, “Lord, show 
us the Father, and it sufficeth us,” Jesus 
answered, “Have I been so long time with 
you, and yet hast thou not known me, 
Philip? he that hath seen me hath seen 
the Father” (John 14:8, 9). As a boy 
my thoughts of God were not comfor- 
table; God’s justice awed me. Such pas- 
sages of Scripture as “It is a fearful 
thing to fall into the hands of the living 
God” (Heb. 10:31) and “For our God 
is a consuming fire” (Heb. 12: 29) caused 
me to think of God as the great Avenger 
of sin, and I knew that he had plenty 
to avenge in me. I am quite sure that if 
I knew God was in the next room I 
would not have dared to enter. With 
Jesus, it seemed quite different. I felt 
that if he should be visiting in the neigh- 
borhood, as he did when in the flesh 
unon earth, I would by all means try to 
find him and become intimately acquainted: 
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with him. I was sure he would receive 
me kindly, graciously, sympathetically. I 
would be at my best in his company — not 
embarrassed or awkward. That was my 
thought about Jesus, as a friend. It is 
still my thought about him. But with 
God it was quite different. Now I have 
learned to think of God the Father as I 
do of Jesus the Son. They are one and 
the same. Through Jesus, and in Jesus, 
I see my heavenly Father, and I remem- 
ber that the Scriptures also say of him: 
“God is love.” 

It seems to me, fellows, that the most 
inspiring thought about the birth of Jesus 
is that it was the means by which God 
the Father chose to introduce his loving, 
tender, sympathetic heart to us. It is 
the way in which he comes out of that 
forbidding “next room” and suddenly ap- 
pears to us as the loving Christ. And his 
coming dismisses all sense of fear. Re- 
member, that word “Fear not” was the 
first word uttered by Gabriel, announc- 
ing the coming birth of Jesus to Joseph; 
“Fear not” was the word he said to 
Mary when he announced it to her; “Fear 
not” was the first word spoken by the 
angels to the shepherds; “Fear not” came 
to old Zacharias, when the angel told 
him of the coming of John the Baptist 
who would be the forerunner of Jesus; 
“Fear not” said Jesus himself, as he ap- 
proached the disciples on the storm-tossed 
sea—and many other times. The ap- 
pearance of Jesus in your life is an in- 
vitation to dismiss fear, and he gives you 
the power to do it. 

There is a holy awe which we should 
always have with the consciousness of 
the presence of God; but not craven, 
cowardly fear, for that kind is of the 
Devil. With fear the Devil attempts to 
weaken our faith and our hands. Jesus 
came to drive fear away, and make us 
know and love the Presence of the Father.

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RE not your girls mature enough to 

begin to think into and beneath all 
our Christian Christmas customs to the 
basic meaning of the reason for them all 
—the meaning of the birth of Christ? 
Of course, if your group are not yet 
thoroughly familiar with the actual his- 
toric facts of that “Holy Night,” then no 
better material for your lesson, on this 
Christmas Sunday, can be found than 
Luke’s matchless story of it. Perhaps 
you will test them out a bit, at first, to 
make sure of this foundation — of their 
accuracy and appreciation in regard to the 
details of the birth of the world’s Sav- 
iour,—but here is a deeper study for 
them apropos of the lessons from Paul’s 
life, if you think them ready for it. 


1. Though Paul does not allude in any 
of his letters to the facts of the birth 
of Christ, we do find one passage at least 
interpreting the meaning of that birth in 
the keen, deep, rich thoughts inspired by 
the Holy Spirit—the kenosis passage in 
Philippians 2: 5-11. Ask your girls to 
listen attentively while you read them 
those few verses, from Weymouth if 
possible, since his translation’ removes 
many difficulties of language for young 
readers. 

_ Surely they can see that to Paul the 
birth of Jesus meant these things: (1) 
that Jesus was “from the beginning” and 
“had the nature of God” himself; he “was 
God,” as John phrases it in the opening 
of his Gospel; (2) that, though he was 
Deity, he voluntarily “stripped himself 
of his glory,” to become a human being, 
“becoming a man like other men” — and 
so was born the Babe of Bethlehem. 
Then Paul says of this divine One (3) 
that, “being recognized as truly human, 
he humbled himself and even stooped: to 
die; yes, to die on a cross,” and (4) that

EAD all of the second chapter of 

Luke. - Perhaps the children are fa- 
miliar with Luke 2:8-20. If so, let 
them tell it to you in their own words, 
listening closely, to make sure that they 
have the right meaning of the wonder- 
ful story. Tell the class that God had 
promised the world a Saviour many, 
many years before, and this story tells 
how God kept his promise. No doubt 
the Bethlehem shepherds had often 
thought of the promised Saviour, and 


wondered when he would come to the | 


world. That very night, while the shep- 
herds were watching the sheep to keep 
wolves and thieves away, they may have 
talked with each other, and prayed to 
God about the Saviour who was coming. 
Perhaps that was the very reason God 
sent the angel -to tell them the Good 
News. They saw the angel of the Lord, 
and heard him say: “Fear not: ... 
for unto you is born this day in the city 
of David a Saviour, ... ye shall find the 
babe . . . lying in a manger,” and they 
saw the great multitude of other angels 
who were praising God and telling of his 
love for all people. 

So the shepherds knew that something 
wonderful had happened, and they hurried 
right off to Bethlehem to see for them- 
selves. Sure enough, in the manger, where 
oxen ate their hay, there was a dear little 
Baby Boy! And the shepherds went back 
to their sheep, singing glad, happy songs 
of praise, for they. had found the long- 
promised Saviour of the world, just as 
the angels had told them. 

This was the first -joyous Christmas, 
and today we are still keeping the birth- 
day of the Lord Jesus. Talk with the 
class a little while about Christmas as 
the Lord’s birthday, and how we should 
keep it. First, we should receive the 
Saviour, God’s great Christmas Gift to 
the world. Then should we not give our 
Saviour a birthday present? In a loving, 
persuasive manner show the children that 
the gift the Lord Jesus would prize above 
all others would be the heart of each 
child in the class. And after they have 
given him their hearts, they may give 
him just such gifts as they would like 
to receive themselves.

N ONE of the desks in the offices 
of the Great Commission Prayer 
League lies the Bible of the late Thomas 
E. Stephens, its founder and director. It 
is a Scofield Reference Bible and is 
marked throughout, together with many 
notes and quotations, in his own hand- 
writing. Mr. Stephens was a student of 
the Word; it was his constant delight, 
and this accounts largely for the fact that 
he was a man-of prayer. There was 
that constant communion with the 
heavenly Father, with the Son, and with 
the Spirit. “What a fellowship, what 
a joy divine’! 

On the second page of this Bible is 
an impressive statement written by our 
beloved brother that gives az insight into 
his character, the outstanding feature of 
which was his humility. This character- 
istic was evident to the very end of his 
fruitful life. The statement, written in 
the early part of 1916 and entitled, “Self- 
Abasement,” is as follows: 


“‘Humble yourselves in the sight of 
the Lord, .and he shall lift you up.’ 
(James 4:10. See also 1 Pet. 5:6; 
Matt. 23:12; Luke 14:11; 18:14; and 
similar passages.) 

“I DO humble myself, and I pray that 





‘in the sight OF THE LORD’ I may 
indeed be truly humble. Everything that 
I have is BY HIS GRACE. I have 
nothing, and am nothing, of myself of 
which to boast. I humble myself to the 
very dust and sit in sackcloth and ashes. 
Let me never, never forget the awful pit, 
the miry clay, out of which I have been 
dug. : 

“I can never cast a ‘first stone’ at 
‘others. I’can never condemn others. For 
they too may be struggling with the 
fleshly feelings with which through a 
large part. of my life I struggled, and 
against which I fought and prayed with 
all the intensity of my regenerated, but 
not fully yielded, nature; until, blessed be 

, HE finally conquered for me. I 
give Him all the glory. 

“By grace HE called; by grace HE 
regenerated; by grace HE saved to the 
uttermost, and by grace HE is now en- 
abling me to live a victorious life, where 
formerly it was one defeat after another. 
The blood covers ALL my sin, and I 
praise Him with my whole heart: All 
the past is forgotten and put away, and 
so far as its guilt is concerned, put out 
of God’s sight and memory and out of 
my sight and memory; but never to be 
forgotten when I think of His marvelous 
grace, reaching down to deliver me: from 
the power of sin even after I was saved.” 


most the last page, is another important 
statement, as follows: 

“On Saturday morning, August 3, 1918, 
I was DEEPLY impressed with the fol- 
lowing sentences which I read in R. E. 
McAdam’s little leaflet entitled, ‘Maxims 
on Prayer,’ as I rode to the office: ‘No 
praying man or woman accomplishes so 
much with so little expenditure of time 
as when he or she is praying. If there 
should arise, it has been said—and the 
words are surely true to the thought of 
the Lord Jesus Christ in all his teaching 
on prayer, —if there should arise ONE 
UTTERLY BELIEVING MAN, the 
history of the world might be changed.

ONE. I'll let HIM, the great Intercessor. 
himself, be that one in: me and through 
me. And Ill give, and DO NOW 

ive,. myself unreservedly to Him for 
the one supreme work of intercession in 
the Holy Ghost. I do, Lord, ALL there 
is of me. Possess and use me utterly 
for this one great work — Thy cleansed 
and hidden temple of intercession.”

With the New Books 


Ideals That Have Helped Me. By 
Bishop Francis Wesley Warne. (Meth- 
odist Book Concern, New York, 75 
cents.) Bishop Warne has used bits of 
poetry, letters, hymns, quotations, Bible 
passages, and experiences from his own 
life to set forth the ideals that have 
meant much to him, and that have 
strengthened his life and ministry. For 
many years he served as a pastor and as 
bishop in India. It has been a habit 
of his life to keep in a little book for 
his own reference a list of ideals — say- 
ings that have held a special message for 
him, hymns or bits of poetry that have 
a personal appeal, and other ideals. It 
is these that he shares in this book. There. 
is a specially fine chapter on “Divine 
Guidance,” a very helpful one on “Hard
